This step has been taken by the 
maltsters and brewers following an 
official request to suspend malting 
operations and supply a return of the 
barley stocks in hand. 

Several weeks ago it was suggested 
officially that the possibility of having 
to use . in support of the wheat 
stocks for the production of bread in 
the new year could not be overlooked, 
and since then the Minister for 
Supplies has revealed that the full 
amount of wheat expected from the 
harvest has not been forthcoming, and 
has adverted to the possibility that the 
farmers are deliberately withholding 
some of the grain. 


MALTSTERS ANXIOUS 


In malting circles yesterday an 
Irish Times reporter learned that there 
is a great deal of anxiety about the 
cereal position. The malting season 
had started only a short, time ago, and 
the amount of malt produced was 
small, while the quantity of _ barley 
held by the brewers and maltsters was 
considerably below normal require- 
ments. 

It was believed that the suspension 
would be temporary, but in the mean- | 
time the brewers were working on the 
slim stocks they had from the present 
season’s — song There ee 
immediate prospect of unemployment 
in the 3 it was added, but the 
hope was expressed that the Gowern-.

question. The problem was solved by 
the Japanese. A declaration of war 
by the United States would have 
aroused a storm of criticism among 
President Rodsevelt’s isolationist 
opponents, and would. have been 
most unpopular even among many of 
his political supporters; but when 
the Japanese launched their light- 
ning attack on Pearl Harbour, the 
entire American nation was united 
as it never had been united before— 
even during the last world war. It 
was conceivable that the struggle 
might have been confined to the 
Pacific—that the United States 
might have remained technically at 
peace with Germany and her 
European allies; but this problem 
also was solved without President 
Roosevelt’s aid; for Herr Hitler and 
Signor Mussolini took the initiative. 
The people of the United States, 
therefore, whether they like it 
or not, have been forced into 
war; but now that they are in 
it, they will throw all their energies 
and all their vast resources into its 
prosecution. President Roosevelt 
sketched to Congress the programme 
of production which his Government 
has in view. It is safe to say that 
nothing comparable with it ever has 
been known in the world’s history. 
The plan for the fiscal year will 
cost an estimated sum of 
£14,000,000,000—or more than half 
the national income of the United 
States; and next year’s programme 
probably will cost substantially 
more. It is a truly stupendous 
schedule. During 1942 the factories 
‘of the United States will turn out 
no fewer than 60,000 aeroplanes of 
various kinds, 45,000 of which will 
be combat planes. In the 
following year President Roosevelt 
estimates that the total output will 
be 125,000 machines. In addition 
to aircraft, there will be an esti- 
mated production of 45,000 tanks, 
increasing in 1943 to 75,000; 20,000 
anti-aircraft guns, and eight million 
tons of dead-weight shipping, which 
will be expanded in 1943 to ten 
million tons. When one considers 
the growing industrial output of 
Great Britain, her Dominions, and, 
above all, of Soviet Russia, it 
becomes evident that by the middle 
of next year the Allies will have 
an overwhelming superiority of pro- 
duction vts-d-vis all the rest of the 
world. From the industrial point 
of view, it will be “total war” 
with a vengeance. : 

“We shall not fight isolated 
wars, declared President Roose- 
velt. Since Mr. Winston Charchill’s 
arrival in Washington important 
conversations have been in progress 
with a view to the greatest pogsible 
measure of co-ordination between 
the war efforts of the various allied 
Powers. Manifestly, complete 
unity of command is impossible. 
This war has been extended to five 
continents. Its ramifications are 
colossal ; and no individual possibly 
could hope to assume supreme 
on land, on sea, and in the air, on 
which it is being, and will be waged. 
Nevertheless, the leaders ‘of the 
British and American peoples seem 
to be ‘resolved to achieve the 
maximum amount of strategic and 
tactical co-operation; and the

Far East and the Pacific indicate 
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Some of the more enthusiastie 
fans would have us 
believe that the motion- picture 
industry is first and foremost an 
artistic concern, and that a film is 
primarily a work of art. It may be 
so in. the case of some films, and 
from the point of view of the intelli- 
gent cinema-goers ; but to the much- 
maligned ‘‘man-in-thestreet’’ the 
cinema is merely another place to 
relax after a hard day’s work: a 
place in which he can be amused 
and entertained without devoting too 
much of his powers bí concentration 
to the screen. This fact is plainly 
evident from the annual poll of the 
most popular British film stars for 
the past year, recorded in the Motion 
Picture Herald. Public taste in the 
matter of film stars seems to incline 
in the direction of low comedy rather 
than high art; for the first, second 
and third places in the poll are 
taken by Messrs. George Formby, 
Arthur Lucan and Arthur Askey 
respectively. While it must be ad- 
mitted that these popular gentlemen 
frequently provide entertainment, it 
cannot be said that they are in any 
way representative of all that is 
best in the British motion-picture 
industry; indeed, even their most 
ardent supporters hardly would claim 
that they are anything more than 
amusing. Yet they represent the 
nation’s choice of stars for the past 
year. Of course, the poll is what is 
known as a “ box-office poll,” or, in 
other words, it is a decision, deter- 
mined from the cinema manager’s 
views on what film actors draw the 
largest crowds, and it cannot be said 
in any way jo represent the intelli- 
gent sections of the audiences. The 
fourth choice in the list was Mr. 
Robert Donat, who, no doubt, figured 
in this high place because he appeals 
simultaneously to two classes—to the 
intelligent minority because he is 
one of Britain’s best actors, and to 
the unintelligent as well as the 
intelligent female section of the 
audience because he is a remarkably 
comely young man. The next place 
was a tie between Mr. Conrad Veidt 
and Mr. Gordon Harker, another 
humorist. Whether as a result of 
the war the people need light enter- 
tainment or not, we cannot say, but 
it is plain that the British public is 
interested in the cinema as enter- 
tainment—and light entertainment 
at that—rather than as “ art.’
